( The State covers such an extended area from north to south (385 miles) that it has 
een found advisable to divide the same and follow the judicial divisions , which include 
he following territory , viz: the Northern Division extends from 30' to about 40° ST; 
the Central Division extends from about 4D 4 * ST to about 39°; the Southern Division from 
about 39 Q to 36 ° 51 \ ) 


INTRODUCTORY. 

The air pressure at the beginning of the month was slightly above the normal, 
but falling rapidly before the approaching “low*' from the S. W. , wbich passed over 
the State on the 2d, and moved rapidly eastward before an area of very high 
Pressure on the 3d and 4th. This “high” was followed by a slight depression on 
the 5th, but from that date the pressure was above the normal until the 10th, when 
a marked “low” and storm center passed over from the S.W., bringing with it 
heavy rain in the Central and Southern Divisions, but mostly snow in the Northern 
division. For some time after this “low 5 * passed beyond this State it presented 
no very noticable feature, but when it reached the Alleghany Mountains it seemed 
to separate into two parts, or to produce a subsidiary storm center, which brought 
^'ith it the disastrous blizzard which swept over the Eastern seaboard from \ irgin- 
ia northward on the nth and 12th. 



The highest barometer of the month followed immediately on the heels of this 
“low,” and from the nth to the 17th the pressure continued above the normal, but 
from that date, with the exception of the 22d, it remained below the normal until 
the end of the month ; the lowest point reached, and the lowest of Xhe month, be- 
ing on the 1.9th and 20th. 

The temperature has been considerably below the average. In the Northern 
Division it was 4°.5 below ; in the Central, 3°.8, and in the Southern, 4°.3. In the 
whole State it was 4°.2 below the average of ten years. Only once in ten years has 
the monthly mean for March been lower than that of the month just past — in 1881, 
when the mean temperature was 34°- 4-

The deficiency of last year still continues, and has increased since the begin- 
ning of the present year. According to the Chief Signal Officer’s Bulletin, issued 
on March 31st, the average deficiency of temperature in the Mississippi Valley 
since January 1st, covering a period of ninety-one days, was 593 degrees. The 
greatest deficiency — 861 degrees — was at C aCross, Wis., and the least— 266 degrees 
— at Cairo, 111 . 

The rainfall in the State during the month was considerablj' above the aver- 
age. In the Northern Division it was i.n inches above the average for the previ- 
ous ten years ; in the Central Division it was 1.06 inches, and in the Southern it 
was 1.29 inches above ; while for the whole State it was 1.15 inches above the av- 
erage for ten years. 

The precipitation during January and February of the present year was con- 
siderably below the average, but March has supplied the deficiency and brought 
the rainfall of the three months up to the average. According to the Chief Signal 
Officer’s Bulletin, above referred to, the deficiency that prevailed in the Upper 
Mississippi Valley, during January And February, has been changed into a slight 
excess. 

Heavy rains prevailed through the State on the 25tn and 26th, and the follow- 
ing unusually large rainfalls have been reported : 3.13 inches at Jordan’s Grove;* 

2.10 inches at Benton ; 2.06 inches at Peoria ; 2.00 inches at Pana ; 2.00 inches at 

Wapella ; 2.00 inches at Prairieville ; 2.00 inches at Flora; 2.00 inches at Mascou- 
tah, and 2.00 inches at Three Mile.

WEATHER. 

Temperature . — The temperature throughout the State during the past week has been 
seasonable. In the Northern Division the weather has been slightly colder* and m the 
Central Division some warmer than the average for the corresponding week in previous 
years. 

RainfaU. — There is quite a general complaint of the absence of seasonable rainfall and 
only the counties of Lake, Grundy, Hancock, DeWitt, Bond, Wayne and Monroe report 
more than an average weekly rainfall. 

Sunshine . —Cloudy weather has been quite prevalent throughout the State, and only in 
the counties of Winnebago, Hancock, Tazewell, Sangamon and Massac has there been 
more than the seasonable amount of sunshine during the past week. 

CONDITION OF CROPS. 

Winter Wheat. — The winter wheat area of the State is somewhat less than that of the pre- 
ceding year. The average condition of the growing crop in December, 1887, was 86 per 
cent, of an average. The prospects are encouraging for an average yield per acre in the 
^unties of Putnam, Hancock, Henderson, Sangamon, Morgan, Pike, Richland, Monroe, 
Pulaski and Massac, and nearly an average in the counties of Tazewell, Mason, Cas-, DeWitt, 
Christian and Saline. The most favorable reports concerning the condition of winter 
^heat come from the counties of Bond, Clinton, Wayne and Jackson. 

R|/e. — The area of this crop is about the same as that harvested last season, and the 
December, 1887, condition of this crop was 88 per cent. This crop has wintered better 
than wheat, and in the majority of the counties from which reports have been received, the 
condition is up to an average. The condition of this crop Is more unfavorable in the eoun- 
ties of Clinton and Wayne than elsewhere. 

Postures.— The condition of grass lands is much below a seasonable average, owing 
ktrgely to the prevailing drouth during the past season. In only five counties from which 
r «porls have been received, is the condition of pastures up to an average. The most un- 
favorable reports concerning the prospects for pastures come from the counties of Kendall^ 
rundy, Woodford, Clinton, Monroe, Jackson and Saline. 

Fruit Trees. — In the Southern portion of the State the reports indicate that orchards 
Promise an average crop of fruit and in some of the Central counties fruit trees are in fair 

condition. 



* Live Stack — Farm animals are not up to an average in condition, but the reports indi- 
cate that notwithstanding the scarcity of the supply of forage and grain resulting from the 
drouth of 1887, that live stock has been brought through the winter in fair condition. In 
the following counties, live stock is reported in average condition, viz: Lake, McHenry, 
Woodford, Morgan, Douglas, Shelby, Conroe and Jackson.

WEATHER. 

Temperature. — The temperature for the past week has been seasonable, slightly below 
the average in the Northern. and Southern divisions. In only eight counties in the State 
has the temperature for the week been reported above the average. 

Rainfall — The precipitation for the week ending March 10, has been below the average 
for corresponding weeks in previous years, in all except one county (Tazewell). In many 
counties there was no rain during the week until Friday, when there was a very general 
rainfall, and in the Central division no deficiency is reported. Some tile show a flow that 
have been dry for over a year past. 

Cloudiness . — The cloudiness was less than during the preceding week. In two counties 
in the Northern division and in one of the Central division there was more than the average 
cloudiness. There was more than a seasonable amount of cloudiness in the Southern por- 
tion of the State during the week. 


CONDITION OF CROPS, 

Winter Wheat . — The condition of winter wheat is somewhat better than reported March 3, 
and with favorable season until harvest an average yield per acre may be expected. The 
most unfavorable prospects for winter wheat are reported by the correspondents in the 
following counties, where the condition is as noted: Kendall, Madison, White, Clay, 75; 
Iroquois and Woodford, 80; Cumberland, 60; Bond, 50; Wayne and Pope, 70. The recent 
rains have improved the appearance of the wheat. 

Rye . — The condition of rye has improved during the past week, and except in a few 
counties it is up to a seasonable average. Except in the counties of Clinton and Wayne, the 
prospect is favorable for from three- fourths to an average yield per acre. The most favor- 
able reports concerning the condition, of rye comes from the following counties, in which 
there will be an average or better yield per acre, viz: McHenry, Winnebago, Ogle* Will, 
Putnam, Peoria, Henderson, Hancock, Pike, Morgan, Sangamon, Douglas, Clay and 
Monroe . 

Grass Lands — Meadows and pastures have been benefttted by the late rains, but much 
more rain is needed to thoroughly saturate the ground. Pastures are not up to an average 
seasonable condition, and the prospects for the next hay crop are not flattering. There Is 
considerable complaint of the serious damage to meadows, the result of the drouth of the 
past season . 

Fruit .-— The prospects are not favorable for an average crop of fruit in but few counties 
in the State. The orchards are In better condition in the Southern portion of the State than 
elsewhere. The fruit trees are looking well in the counties of Massac, Pulaski, Union, 
Jackson, Franklin, Gallatin, Wayne, Clay, Clinton, Fayette, Shelby, Montgomery 
Cumberland In the more northern counties the prospects for fruit are not as good as n 
the counties named. 

Live Slock . — The scarcity of the grain and forage crops last harvest has influenced many 
to feed sparingly during the past winter, and farm animals are consequently not in as %°° 
condition as usual for this season. There is no complaint of any prevailng disease among 
farm animals in any portion of the State.

WEATHER. 

Temperature . — The temperature during tbe past week has been slightly below a sea so 
able average. In thirteen counties the temperature was up to an average and in only five 
counties was the weather warmer than in the corresponding weeks in former years. In the 
remaining counties from which reports have been received, tbe temperature has been colder 
than usual. 

Rainfall — The precipitation has been less than the average of the corresponding week 
in previous years. The rainfall on the 8th and 10th of March was quite general throughout 
the State, and brings the general average of the past two weeks nearly up to a seasonable 
amount. 

Cloudiness. — The percentage of sunshine has been rather above the average for the sea- 
son in all portions of the State during the past week . 

CONDITION OF CROPS. 

Winter Wheal . — Tbe late freezing and thawing weather has been very trying OH 
winter wheat. The early sown wheat made fair growth last fail and is in much better 
i ondition than the late seeding. There has been but little growth of the plant this season, 
and it is rather early to determine the outlook for a considerable portion of the crop which 
still wears its brown winter coat. Tbe wheat plant is passing through the most critical 
season, and the prospects of tbe crop cannot be even approximated until warm rains and 
favorable weather have given the wheat a chance to grow. The most encouraging reports 
concerning the condition of wheat come from correspondents residing in the following 
counties, in which the conditton is up to a season average, viz: Stephenson, Winnebago, 
McHenry, LaSalle, Will, Putnam, Marshal, Peoria, Mason, Pike, Morgan, Sangamon, 
Macon, Shelby and Montgonr ry. The prospects for wheat are not as favorab le as last week 
in the following counties, in some of which not over half an average yield per acre is pre- 
dicted by reporters, viz: Iroquois Logan, Madison, Clinton, Randolph and Jackson. The 
ill effects of the long continued drouth before and after seeding wheat are manifested and 
with the unfavorable conditions of the weather in March and April to contend with, the 
prospects for tbe next crop of winter wheat cannot be predicted. 

Rye.— There is but little change reported in tbe condition of rye during tbe past week. 
Tbe prospects for the crop in some counties are not as favorable as on the 10th of March and 
the above remarks on wheat will apply to this crop 

Gross. — There has been no apparent improvement in the condition of meadows and 
pastures during the past week and the prospects for pasturage and the next hay crop are 
not encouraging. Meadows and pastures have suffered severely from dry weather the past 
two seasons, and it will be difficult to determine the extent of the damage therefrom until 

the effects of warm spring rains and seasonable weather can be observed in the growth of 
the grass. 

Fruit . — There has been no improvement in the prospects for fruit duringthe past week. 
In some counties the reports show that more injury to orchards was sustained from the 
extreme cold weather during the past winter, than heretofore reported. 

Live Stock .—' There has been some improvement during the past week in the condition 
of farm animals in all the counties from which reports have been received.

WEATHER. 


The mean temperature of the State during the past week has been much below the aver- 
age. The range of the temperature has been marked, being about 50 degrees from the 19th 
to the 22d . 


Oa the 19th and 30th the temperature was unusually high, ranging from 50 to 60 degrees 
above Eero, while on the 22d it dropped to aero in the northern portion of the State, and at 
correspondingly low figures In the central and southern porticos. « 



Precipitation . — There was about the average rainfall during' the past week, but a larger 
per centage of snow fell than. on the corresponding- weeks in previous year*. There is still 
a scarcity of rainfall as compared with the average precipitation for the first quarter during 
a term of years . 

Sunshine . — There has been a lack of sunshine and growing weather* as compared to cor- 
responding weeks in prior years. 

CONDITION OF CROPS. 

Winter Wheat . — The weather during the past week has been very unfavorable for 
wheat, and the late extreme change in the temperature is likely to still further reduce the 
prospects for the coming crop. The reports indicate that the wheat plant generally lacks 
vigor and seasonable growth, and excepting the early seeding the prospects for winter 
wheat are more discouraging than heretofore supposed- The most marked decline during 
the past week in the condition of wheat is reported from the following counties, in which 
the prospects have been reduced since last report as noted, viz: Winnebago, 25 per cent. * 
Iroquois, 25; .Logan, 35; Champaign and Christian, 15; Shelby, 40; Bond, 25; Randolph, 15; 
Hamilton, 20. 

Oats.— A large area has been plowed for oats, and but for the late freeze would have 
been seeded during the past week. Tbe late favorable weather will seriously interfere with 
the seasonable seed i ng of oats . 

Rye. — The prospects for rye are not as good as reported March 17, owing to the continu- 
ed unfavorable conditions of the weather. 

Grass . — The growth of grass is not as far advanced as usual at this season, and there is 
much concern expressed for the condition of meadows and pastures. Hope has been enter- 
tained by the majority of feeders, for early pastures, so much needed to relieve the anxiety 
occasioned by the limited supply of grain and forage, resulting from the drouth during the 
last season . 

Fruit . — There is complaint that the fruit buds have been injured by the ‘ ‘cold snap” of 
the past week, but the extent of the damage to the heretofore unfavorable fruit prospects 
cannot be determined with any satisfaction at present.

WEATHER. 

The mean temperature for the week ending March 31 has been below the average of cor,, 
responding weeks of previous years. It was unusually cold and disagreeable during the 
early part of the week, and in marked contrast with the warm pleasant weather of the 30th 
and 31st. Frost prevailed in the Northern division of the State during the week, and in the 
northern counties of the Centra! division. 

The season since the first of the year has been much colder than usual, and the large de 
ficiency in temperature is still increasing. 

Precipitation . — The rainfall during the past seven days was slightly above a seasonable 
weekly average in all portions of the State. In the northern portion there was an unusual- 
ly heavy snowfall, and some snow is reported in the central portiou of the State. The pre- 
cipitation for the first quarter of 1888 is much below the average for the corresponding peri- 
od in previous years . 

Sunshine. — The per cent age of Bunshine during the week was much below the average. 
Excepting the last two warm days, cloudiness has prevailed almost entirely during the past 
week. 

CONDITION OF CROPS. 

Winter Wheat .. — There has been no improvement in the condition of the crop during the 
past week in any portion of the State, excepting in the counties of Pulaski. Union, Bond 
and Effingham, where the damage to the plant is not as serious as heretofore reported. 
the following counties'the late extreme cold weather has reduced the prospects for wheat*

compared with the returns of March 24, viz: Putnam, Marshall, Peoria, Iroquois, Morgan, 
Shelby and Calhoun Many fields of wheat that on the 1st day of March promised well are 
reported damaged to such an extent as to make it advisable to plow under and seed the land 
to spring crops. The cause is generally attributed to frequent and sudden changes in the 
temperature, a few days of warm growing weather followed by' severe freezing. Seasona- 
ble weather during the next ten days will demonstrate as heretofore that some unpromising 
fields of wheat in all portions of the State are not as seriously damaged as reported, while 
a repetition of tbe weather of the past two weeks will leave but little room for expectation 
for even half an average yield per acre. 

Oats . — The weather during the past two weeks has not been favorable for sowing oats, 
and the rain and snow of the past week will still further delay seasonable seeding of this 
crop. 

Rye. — A slight improvement in the condition of rye is reported in some of the southern 
counties. This crop appears to have been damaged less during the late freezing weather 
than wheat, and in some of the central and northern counties is up to a seasonable average 
In condition . 

Grass . — The late rains and snow have benefltted meadows and pastures, and the pros- 
pect for grass is better than last week. The condition of meadows and pastures is stil 
much below a seasonable average and more rain is needed to insure a fair crop of hay. 

Fruit . — There Is no improvement reported in the prospect for apples and other fruits 
since March 24, excepting in the counties of Clinton and Effingham. The condition of fruit 
is not as promising as heretofore reported in the counties of Henry, Winnebago, Cham- 
paign, Wayne and Union. 

XAve Stock . — There is no complaint of any prevailing disease among farm animals. The 
condition of stock Is much below a seasonable average aud many farmers have about ex- 
hausted their supply of forage and grain and are anxiously' looking for some indication of 
the coming of spring and the growth of grass.

There were 10 clear, 5 fair and 16 cloudy days. Much of the growing wheat which had with* 
stood the tests of winter and looked promising at the beginning of the month has been 
killed by the unfavorable weather during the month; and farmers are now plowing op large 
fields of wheat to use the ground for raising an oat crop; but even this work has been re- 
tarded very much by the weather so that at the end of March but very little oats had been 
sown. Some damage was done to crops on low lands by overflowing rivers and creeks. 
Buds of all kinds of fruit trees have so far not suffered during the winter and are develop 
log promisingly; only some varieties of grape vines suffered slijghtly by frost.
